COLONEL PICQUART'S

Although we ought not to be surprised 
that vv** ar© being so rapidly overhauled 
in exports by other nations, especially 
by the United Stat*-.- and Germany, it is 
a regrt table fact that, while since 1801 
the ex porta of the United States have 
increased Is per cent, Great Britain’* 
exports have decreased 5 per cent.”

SPRA IN S. 


W hy TIm j Ar* So Srvtr* and How They 
Should Bo Treated. 
It is commonly said that a sprained 
joint is worse than a broken bone, and 
this is often true, for in a severe sprain 
the injury is really greater khan in a 
simple fracture. 
The ankle Is perhaps 
the most frequently sprained of all the 
joints, though the knee, elbow and 
wrist are also very liable to be injured, 
In falls especially. 
A sprain of a joint varies greatly iu 
severity. 
It may consist of a simple 
wrench, without the tearing of any of 
the ligaments, or it may be a more ex­ 
tensive injury, stopping just short of a 
dislocation. 
In a moderately severe case one or 
more of the ligaments of the joint will 
be torn slightly, or possibly completely 
across. The membrane beneath the lig­ 
aments, which retains the lubricating 
fluid of the joint, w ill be ruptured, per­ 
mitting the escape of more or less of 
this Said into the parts about, and giv­ 
ing rise sometimes to a considerable 
swelling. This swelling maybe increas­ 
ed also by an effusion of fluid into the 
joint, especially if inflammation sets in, 
and Anally there is usually a slight or 
even sometimes a quite pronounced es­ 
cape of blood into the tissues, and this, 
gradually working to the surface, ap­ 
pears as a black and bine stain. 
In more severe cases the tendons pass­ 
ing over the joint and attaching the 
muscles wnich move it to the bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its at­ 
tachment, bringing with it a sliver of 
bone. 
Where so much barm has been 
done to all tho parts—bones, ligaments, 
tendons aud muscles—it is easy to un­ 
derstand that much pain w ill result and 
that the cure will be tedious. 
In the treatm ent of a sprain the first 
thing to be aimed at is to relieve pain 
and prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and after 
that to restore the use of the limb. 
The first of these objects is accom­ 
plished by absolute rest of the injured 
part, tho limb being raised, and by lead 
and opium wash, a spirit lotion, or such 
other local applications as the physician 
may prescril e. Swelling is prevented iu 
a measure aud pain is sometimes r< 
lieved by firm bandaging with a flan­ 
nel bandage. 
When the swelling, heat aud pair 
are gone, the limb should not be used 
too soon, but should be brought gradu­ 
ally back to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in a direction toward the 
body aud passive motion. 
It is some­ 
times necessary in very severe cases I > 
treat the sprain by means of splints, ex­ 
actly as if it were a fracture or disloca 
tiou. — Youth’s Companion.

TH E W ONDERFUL EFFECTS PRODUC­ 


ED BY FLUORINE. 


Die Diamond O nly Able to A heolutely R e­ 
sist This P ow erful S o lv e n t-Researches 
In to th e N atu re of s H ith e rto Poorly 
K now n Che rn leal E lem ent. 


The alchemists of the middle ages be­ 
lieved that somewhere in the universe 
was to be found a universal solvent 
which would dissolve the most refrac­ 
tory substances os readily as water dis­ 
solves i«gar. They named their solvent 
liquor alkahest, and what time they 
coaid spare from the search after the 
elixir of life and the philosopher's 
stone was spent in the endeavor to ob­ 
tain it. Science has yet to prove, by the 
way, that there was not more method 
in the madness of the alchemists than 
is generally supposed, for in the re­ 
markable substance fluorine chemists 
possess m aterial that approximates very 
closely to a universal solvent. Its chem­ 
ical energy is so fierce that, except gold 
and platinum, nothing can resist it, and 
even gold and platinum succumb to 
fluorine in time. 
The mere coutact of 
most substances with fluorine is suffi­ 
cient to cause not mero solution, bot 
light, flame and 
fierco detonations. 
Dull, inert flint takes fire when exposed 
to fluorine vapor and becomes a bril­ 
liant incandescent mass. 
Lampblack 
bursts into flame, while charcoal burns 
with bright scintillations. Only the 
diamond is able to resist this powerful 
solveut, to which it does uot succumb 
even at high temperature. 
The similar 
element silicon, which can be obtained 
in a crystalline form dowdy resembling 
the diamond, gives a magnificent dis­ 
play in the presence of fluorine, the 
crystals becoming white hot and throw­ 
ing showers of fiery spangles in all di­ 
rections. The heat is so intense that the 
crystals melt, showing that their tem­ 
perature has reached 1,200 degrees C. 
Phosphorus combiues fiercely with 
fluorine. 
Prussian blue, en account of 
the cyanogen it contains, burns with a 
beautiful pink flame; while from a 
crystal of iodine placed in fluorine vapor 
a heavy liquid distills with a {ale flame. 
This liquid—an iodide of fluorine— 
etches glass, and if thrown into water 
hisses like hot iron. 
The last named 
metal becomes white hot when exposed 
to fluorine; even iron rust behaves in a 
sim ilar manner 
Nearly all metals are 
raised to vivid incandescence in a cur­ 
rent of the gas, many sp e a rin g very 
beautiful, especially aluminium and 
zinc. 
If the luUtr be slightly warmed, 
it bursts into a white flametoodazzlin;; 
to gaze at or describe. 
Although it has Ken known iu vari 
ous states of com biliation for many 
years, having been flr.^t discover d Lr 
Schwankbarilt cf N ureudirg. in 1(570, 
aud rediscovered by bel.ode in 17 71, 
fluorine was not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state until about six years ago, 
when the French chemist Mcia-an suc­ 
ceeded iu isolating it by employing a 
current of electricity from 20 or 28 
Bunsen batteries. The correct was pass­ 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
and hydrogen known as hydrofluoric 
acid, which is sim ilar to hydrochloric 
acid. 
To improve the conductivity of 
the hydrofluoric acid it was necessary 
to dissolve another flu* t ine compound 
in the liquid. As will readily be imag­ 
ined, it is not so difficult to obtain free 
fluorine as to keep it when obtained 
Every part of tho apparatus used I y AJ 
Moissau was made of platinum, with 
screw joints and washers of lead, vt hi, Ii 
swell on coutact with fluorine, all the 
stoppers being of fluorspar 
Fluorine 
bas a powerful affinity for silicon, one 
of the principal constituents of glass, so 
that it was impossible to ase glass ves­ 
sels or ta bes to contain the gas. 
As regards the chemical nature of 
fluorine, it is a gas at ordinary temper­ 
ature and is the lightest member of the 
scries of elements c< ntaini. k c! ] rine, 
biomine aud iodine. 
The attraction of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds that cf 
! chlorine and is so great that if a slow* 
current of tlnorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing a drop of t 
water a dark fog is produced, which 
o bang es presently to a blue vapor coo- j 
Histing of ozone—the condensed form of 
oxygen. 
The last named substance ap- j 
pears to be one cf the few materials 
which has no affinity for fluorine. Noth- ■ 
ing is observed to take place betweeu 
them even when they are heated up to 
1,000 degrees F. 
So far all experiments had been con­ 
ducted with fluorine gas, which, at the 
time it was isolated, resisted all at­ 
tempts to reduce it to the liquid state. 
Six years ago, however, there was no 
laboratory—such as that at the Roya. 
institution—having powerful machinery 
for producing liquid air or liquid oxy 
gen at the command of the investigator 
In fact, liquid air itself was practically 
unknown. 
By the aid of this weapon 
Professors Dewar and Moissan have sno 
ceeded in liquefying fluorine. 
At the 
extremely low temperature of liquid 
oxygen it was found that fluorine did 
pot attack glass, aud it was possible to 
use glass vessels to hold the newly lique 
Bed element.
